Houſes, ſhould not beleeve the raiſing of that their armpto 
be ſo warranted as is pzetended, and any moze appꝛove of 
their Law. then of their Neceſlity, oꝛ that they who know 
that Yiz Majeſtie / in whom the power of making War and 
Peace was never denyed to be, till theſe new Doctrines, 
which make it unlawfull foz Him to ds any thing. and law⸗ 
full to do any thing againſt Him, were of late diſcovered. 
though He can legally raiſe an Army, is not allowed to be 
legally able to raiſe Money to maintain it, will not allow of 
the argument from the Power of Railing to the Power of 
Taxing, and are as little ſatisfied with their Logick as with 
their Law, and extreamly troubled to pay an Army they do 
not deſire, foꝛ a Necellity they cannot ſee, by a Law they ne- 
ver heard of, and that other men without their conſent muſk 
be Jealous, Fearfull, and Quickſighted at their Charges; 
and. they have great Reaſon to be apt to ſuſpect, that thoſe 
made molt haſte to make a Marre, and have leaſt deſire of 
making Peace, who in time of warre pꝛetend their legal 
Power to be lo vaſtly enlarged. His Majeſtte therefo:c hath 
great reaſon to mlift that no violence oꝛ Plundꝛing be offered 
to His Subjects foꝛ not ſubmitting to the illegall Taxes of 
one oꝛ both Youſes, which in it ſelf is equall, His Majeſtie 
being willing to be obliged from the like Courſe, and relying 
wholiy upon the known Juftice ok His Cauſe.and the Allecti⸗ 
on of His People, and in which (it the Kingdom be of their 
minde, and beleeve the Cauſe of the contrary Army to be 
really thetr own) the advantage will be wholly theirs. And 
this Judgement will be beft given when the People is leſt to 
their Liberty in this deciſion. 

Nis Maſeſties reall deſire of diſbanding the Armies, may 
fully appear by His often ſeehing, and carneſt Endeavours 
to continue and conclude this Treaty in oꝛder to that dil⸗

Andin Caſe any delay be made in conſenting to theſe 
his Majeſties Limitations, oz that the Youſes (hall 
reject this His offer ol Cellation, His Majeſtie, as He 
hath lately deſired ( by a Pꝛopolition to both Houſes, de⸗ 
livered to their Committee, to which He hath ret recet- 
ved no Anſwer)ſo Ye doth earneſtly continue to deſire,

tee may be enabled to pꝛoceed upon 
it in the mean while.
